' *They have. now given the World what they call a 


Hiſtory of Standing Armies, in. which they have _ . 
_ guilty: 
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geilty of ſome Miſtakes, ſome Omiſſions, and ſome Con- 
traditions; and tho' the Hiſtorical part might very well 
have been omitted ,_as being-nothing-at-all-to-the pur- 
_poſe ; yet 'tis very proper to tell-them,.. 


Firſt, 'Tis a Miſtake that the Spaniards did any thing 
ro purpole in the Sevenreen Provinces with gooo Men, 
which they call a Szanding Army ; and if they pleaſe to re- 
view Strada and Behtivoglih, their own Authors, they will 
find thatthe Duke D* 4/va and. Don Lewis de Requeſcens had 
very great Armies at the Battle near Gro»ingen, againſt 
Count Lodowick of Naſſau;-and at the Sieges of Harlem 
and Mons ; the Duke D* Alva brought Fourteen thou- 
ſand Men with him .at firſt ; raiſed Twenty-fopr -thou- 
ſad mngre(at\ ariother time;againſt the Siege of: Moxs.; 
and when the Count D'Egmont preſented the Petition 
againſt the Foreign Forces, they alledg'd the Spani- 
ards had Thirty thoufand Men in Pay, beſides the Troops 
of the Country. | 


-- As to other Armies, 1.wonder the Authors did not-in- 
Nance the ſmall. Forces with which the. Spaniards con- 
querd the Mighty Empires of Mexico and Peru ; in all 
which Work,- I never yet read that they had above 
800 Horſe and 5750 Foot. | | | 


Armies, .as well as every thiog elſe, are great or ſmall 
in 'proportion'; and 4000 Archers in Cheſkire Tais'd by 
Richard the Second, though they only made way to their 
Maſter's Ruin, were really a more formidable Force than 
Twenty thouſand men in Arms, can be now.
